It Was Gov. Hughes’ Pet Meas- 
ure and Roosevelt Sent Mes- 
sage to Legislators Urging 
Its Passage---Roosevelt at 
Oyster Bay Not as Powerful 
as Roosevelt at Washington. . 


Albany, N. Y. June 80.—Theodore 
Roosevelt was beaten decisively today. 
Whatever may be the final outcome of 
his first adventure in politics since his 
retirement from the white house, he 
met defeat flat-footed at the hands of 
the republican organization in the as- 
sembly. 


Big Vote Against Bill. 

The Cobb direct nomination bill was 
killed in the assembly this afternoon 
aftér a long, hard fight. The fina! 
count stood 80 to 62 In favor of ac- 
cepting the adverse report of the ju- 
diclary committee, which had the bill 
in charge. 

The republicans in the senate held a 
cauc tonight, but only 23 senators 
were there. They voted to make a 
measure of the Cobb bill, with 
the amendment proposed by Lioyd C. 
Griscom, chairman of the New York 
county republican committee and fav- 
ored by Colonel Roosevelt. But it takes 
26 votes to pass a bill in the senate, 
so that the situation was not cleared. 
Then the senate went into session 
and after a debate of several hours 
the body voted 24 to 28 to adopt the 
assembly resolution to adjourn sine die 
tomorrow at 2p. m. The scerje was 
almost as. dramatic and exciting as 
though , ColowelgRdosevelt hiniseif had 
been there to lead in the battle. 

May Be Another Extra Session. 

There is talk of. still another spe- 
clal session. The assembly this after- 
noon voted to adjourn at 2 o'vlock 
tomorrow afternoon and if the legis- 
lature quits work with no primary bill 
passed and without having provided 
for necessary financial measures, the 
leaders say Governor Hughes may tel] 
it back again.

INTERURBAN LINE 
SOON TO BE BUILT 


Work onAtlanta & Caro- 
lina to Start in 60 Days. 


Line to College Park Will Be 
Constructed First--Large Cap- 
italization Authorized--Hard 
Work of Matthew Mason 
Brings Project to Success. 


Within the next sixty days construc- 
tion work will begin on the Atlanta 
and Carolina railway, interurban elec- 
tric railway, which, in addition to 8 
miles of railroad in the streets og At- 
lanta, will build a direct line to Au- 
gusta by way of Athens, and a branch 
line to College Park. 

Authority has been received by the 
company from the railroad commission 
of Georgia for ea capitalisation of 
$5,300,000, and for a bond issue of 
$6,000,000. All the necessary fran- 
chises have been secured, and praoc- 
tically all the rights-of-way. 

The organigation of the company has 
been completed. Captain J. W. English, 
is its president, and Matthew Mason, 
its vice president, general manager end 
chief engineer. The board of direc- 
tors is composed of a number of the 
best businesg men of Atlanta and the 
other cities through which the road 
will pasa 

Te College Park First. 

The line to College Park will be the 
first to be constructed, and wil! 
commenced within the next two 
months. The line will pass out Pul- 
liam street to Glenn, out Glenn to Mur- 
phey avenue, out Murphey avenue, and 
then on past Fort McPherson to Col- 
lege Park. At that point it will con- 
nect with another line continuing on 
to Fairburn. 


The main line, from Atlanta to Au-| 
gusta, which will not be started until | 


later, will be remarkably direct, and 
yet will take in nearly all the impor- 
tant cities between the two termini. 
Leaving this city through Hast Atlan- 
ta. out Confederate avenue through 
White City and Grant park, the line 
wil] pass through Lithonia, Conyers, 
Walnut Grove, Jersey, Mount Monroe, 
High Shoals, Watkinsville, Athens, 
Crawford, Lexington, Washington and 
then to Augusta. 
Connectiog at Athens. 

Local trains will be run from At- 
lanta to Athens, which will connect 
with other local trains from Augusta 
to Athens. In addition to these locals, 
however, it is proposed to run through 
trains between Atlanta and Augusta. 
These trains will be composed of from 
three to five cars, as the traffic may 
demand, and will make the entire dis- 
tance in 4% hours. 

The equipment used will be the best 
that money can buy. Special provisions 
have been made to assure a hard, solid 
roadbed and to furnish the cars with 
the finest springs so that the patrons 
of the road may have the easiest riding 
possible. 

Mason's Hard Work. 

The establishment of the Atlanta and 
Carolina railroad has been due largely 
to the untiring efforts of Matthew Ma- 
son, its vice president, general man- 
ager and chief engineer. In addition 
to originating the enterprise five years 
ago he has since fostered its growth, 
undergoing the most disheartening dis- 
appointments and even suffering per- 
sona] privations for itd sake. When 
others have given up the fight, he has 
persisted and at last brought it to a 
successful termination. 

Mr. Mason is a young Virginian, 
who has quite a reputation in engi- 
neering lines. For the last five years 
he has been connected with the At- 
lanta and West Point railroad in the 
eapacity of advising engineer.

Atlanta is going after that. “civic 
center’ over the Georgia Railroad be- 
tween the viaducts in dead earnest. 
The matter is to be put up to the 
legislature within the next two wegks. 
All the city is asking is permission 
to erect the plaza oxer the state’s road, 
and if this is obtianed the plaza will 
become a reality in a comparatively 
short time it is believed. 

The “civic center’ committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce met yesterday 
afternoon and appointed a subcommit- 
tee of three to draft a bill to be in- 
troduced in the legislature asking for 
the right to build the plaza over the 
Georgia road tracks. In returfi for 
this concession, it is thought, the bill 
will offer to build for the state a hand- 
some depot. 

The committee appointed to draft the 
bill is composed of Sam N. Evins, Alex 
Smith and E. V. Carter. The commit- 
tee will draft the bill and report back 
to the entire committee Wednesday 
afternoon. If the bill as drawn is ac- 
cepted it will then go before the di- 
rectors of the Chamber of Commerce 
for ratification, after which it will 
be introduced with as little delay as 
possible. 

The plan to erect a plaza connecting 
the Forsyth, Bread, Whitehall and 
Washington street viaducts was pro- 
posed several months ago. The matter 
was gone into at some liengih at that 
time, but it was decided that nothing 
definite could be done until the general 
assembly could act on the matter of 
granting the city the right to build over 
the state’s tracks.

$2,506,980 Spent by State 


in One Yearon Roads. 


The state of Georgia spent last year 
©n public roads the sum of $2,506,980, 
or an average of $1.08 per inhabitant, 
according to a report just issued by 
S. W. McCallie, the state geologist. 

This figure represents all the cost, 
including an estimate of $450,000 as 
the value of the free labor employed 


by the state. The estimated mileage 
of public roads its 82,182. Of this to- 
tal mileage, 4,533 miles of road were 
surfaced with stones, shells, gravel 
and sand-clay mixtures. , This consti- 
tutes about 5 per cent of the total ‘road 
mileage. 

Fulton leads the list tn the matter 
of improved roads. This county has 
800 miles of road surfaced with stone 
or shells and 25 miles that are other- 
wise improved, leaving 75 miles of 
roa4 in this county unimproved. 

Chatham county has 105 miles of 
road surfaced with shell and the cost 
was $3,500 per mile. 

Walker county has 284 miles of road 
surfaced with chert or gravel. Rich- 
mond has 100 miles surfaced with stone 
and 80 miles surfaced with sand-clay 
mixture. The cost to Richmond county 
was $1,800. Washingtonh county hag 
200 aniles of sand-clay roads, and 
Burke has 400 miles. 

As to the subject of total expendi- 
tures for roads and bridges the follow- 
ing figures are given: ulton county, 
$218,000; Richmond, $64,900; Sumter, 

- Bibb, $49,152; Chatham, §40,- 
$38,500; Appling, 
$35,375; Coweta, ,698. 

Those counties which have spent as 
much as $30,000 and less than $35,000 
are Bartow, Ben Hill, -Carroll, Cobb, 
Coweta, Gwinnett and Jackson. 

The report of Mr. McCallie acknow!l- 
edges indebtedness to #he prison com- 
mission and to Captain Goodloe Yan- 
cey, of the commission. 

Of the 146 counties of the state, 107 
eraploy convicts and 89 use statute or 
hired labor, the total number of con- 
victs employed being 4,579.

Judge E. H. Callaway recently told the people of Georgia that 
encroaching crime and increasing inefficiency in administration were 
slowly placing popular government in America on trial at the bar 
of: civilization. 

Theodore Roosevelt, former president of the United States, told 
the alumni of Harvard University the other day that he found 
throughout the old world a vague hess that we in this country were 
not living up to our ideals. He told his hearers further that unless 
we set about a vigorous national housecleaning, we should be tacitly 
admitting to civilization that democratic rule was insufficient to the 
checking of crime, the equal meting out of law and the correction 
of abuses. 


speaking, Judge George C. Holt, of the United States district court 
of New York, was excoriating the triumph of homicide and lawless- 
ness in ‘this‘country before the Wisconsin State. Bar Association. 
He spoke of mob violence as having made 100,000 anonymous mur- 
derers in this country in the last forty years, most of them in the 
south. ‘ He referred ‘to the encroachments of the Black Hand, the 
slackly administered’ penalty of capital punishment, and declared 
the courts and police seemed powerless, the one to punish, the other 
to detect, the guilty. 

It is enough that disregard for law in the southern states should 
have laid the section open to an indictment of this nature. In one 
respect Judge Holt was inaccurate. He should have designated mob 
violence as a national offense. The last decade has given it, in 
common with racial antipathy, that important distinction. 

It is something more than coincidence that three men of prom- 


country, should have sounded what is in effect the same note of 
warning. 

The fact is a stimulus to thought and to action, rather than to 
excitement. It is a stimulus, too, to searching self-analysis on 
part of the people generally, and especially of the leaders of thought 
and opinion in whose power it so largely lies to mold or remake 
sentiment. 

In the earlier days of the republic, when the United States first 
set up a goyernmental establishment distinct from Great Britain, 
their wholesale disregard for law, reaching into every phase of 
administration, was not apparent. Making due allowances for the 
crudities of frontier days, our civilization was that of an orderly, 
justice-loving, law-abiding people. 

Deeply bedded in our institutions, or our perversion of them, 
trust be those causes that allow murder to increase; that allow 
technicalities and quibbles, rather than merits and equity, to adju- 
dicate vital issues; that afford encouragement to such lawlessness

' Editor Constitution: Your editorials 
of recent dates relative to the existing 
evils and remedies to correct the lax 
and slow administration of law are 


j timely, and should receive the hearty 


indorsement of the peaceful, law- 
abiding citizens of Georgia, who have 
long been the unwilling witnesses of 
the uncertainty of punishment, and the 
apparently unnecessary delay in the 
trial of both criminal and civil cases. 

It is a travesty on our government. 
when statistics show that. there are 
more homicides in Georgia than in the 
whole British empire, and- that s0 
many felons escape their just reward, 
and that the few who are punished 
between the commission of their of- 
fense and the execution of the sentence 
are so long immune from servitude or 
execution that one of the three reasons 
for conviction, that of deterring oth- 
ers from the commission of similar 
Offenses, is practically destroyed. It 
is agreed by all that evils exist, and 
the main question is, Wherein lies the 
remedy, and can it be reached? , 

While it may be, admitted that so 
long as human nature is imperfect that 
both. human laws and their ad- 
ministration will likewise be imper- 
fect, yet that many rules, methods of 
practice and procedure can be made 
more consistent with the spirit of 
progress, without destroying or re- 
moving any right that parties litigant 
have to a fair and impartial trial, is a 
conceded fact by anyone conversant 
at all with court trials. 

There is much substantive law that 
might be amended to advantage, but 
One of the most pressing needs of re- 
lief is a reformation. of the methods of 
court practice and procedure. The ad- 
ministration of law bears about the 
same relation to the progressive spirit 
of business as does the medieval ox- 
cart to an electric motor. If reforms 
in the practice and plan of court pro- 
cedure are delayed until there is any 
considerable unanimity among the lega) 
profession as to what should be done, 
the world will likely go up in smoke 
before that day, when all courts will 
be of no avail. The business interests 
of Georgia should get back of a move- 
ment to adopt and enforce remedies not 
to destroy, but to hasten the adminis- 
tration of law, and to insure a speedy. 
fair and impartial trial, and eliminate 
the cumbersome system of courts, and 
delays in the trial of cases. 

The legislative committee of the 
houge and senate —_ just reported on 
the question of arrangements of 
court circuits. In their report they 
recommend that all city courts be 
abolished, and that instead each coun- 
ty be provided with four terms of the 
superior courts each year.

1. Abolish All City Courts.—There 
are seventy-seven city courts in Geor- 
gia. <All of them created under differ- 
ent acts of the legislature.

Committee Gives Praise 
to the Officials. 


The specia! legislative committee ap- 
pointed to investigate conditions at 
the state sanitarium, made its report 
to the two houses yesterday, in the 
course of which report it is set forth 
that the charges were without founda- 
tion and “a vile injustice to the man- 
agement of the sanitarium.”

The report says the officials of the 
sanitarium are honest, capable, and ef- 
ficient; that they are making the best 
showing possible with the funds 
placed at their disposa! by the state; 
that the white ward is beautifully 
kept, and the negro ward is over- 
crowded, that it is beyond human pow- 
er to keep it in fit condition for habi- 
tation. 


Mirerly in Appropriation. 

“To say that the Georgia liegisila- 
ture has been miserly in its appro- 
priations is putting it mildly,’ says the 
report. But it adds that the main trou- 
ble is too little money and too many 
patients. 

As to the food, the report says it is 
good. But being cooked by steam and 
in the Jarge quantities necessary to 
feed 3,000 people, it finally becomes 
unpalatable to those who are forced to 
subsist upon it for months and years. 
The committee thinks a larger variety 
of food and a more liberal allowance 
is desirable. 

As to the treatment of inmates, the 
committee {reports it made searching 
investigation. A large number of in- 
mates ofr the institution, former in- 
mates and employees were examined. 
They discovered no instance of crue! 
treatment, and only rare instances of 
unkind treatment. but that the parties 
are invariably treated with consider- 
ation, gentleness and kindness. 

‘Praise fer Officials. 


Inmates are in the care of “noble 
hearted gentiemen, who do not and 
will not permit any harshness toward: 
these unforunates,” says the report.

Should Have Separate Home. 


It is suggested that patients shouid 
have the right to send out and receive 
one day in each week, mail. without 
having it inspected by officials of the 
institution.

“It is a shame that the sane epi- 
leptics are committed to the State 
Sanitarium, and the state of Georgia 
should speedily make a home for these 
people, for to place a human who is 
not insane, for a term of life in an in- 
sane asylum, is the most horrible af- 
fliction that can come to man. A place 
for betterment and not a horrible 
prison should be provided for them. 
The feeble-minded, especially the young 
children, should be better provided for, 
and we believe that these classes, the 
epileptics and feeble-minded, should be 
provided for at place separate and 
distinct from the asylum of the in- 
sane.”
